To the School Board and Citizens of Fremont: 


This is my third annual report and is for the year begin- 
ning July 1, 1921, and ending June 30, 1922. 
Proors oF Goop Work IN THE SCHOOLS, 
The following are facts which tend to show that good work 
was done in the schools: 
1—The Fremont spelling team, composed of nine pupils, 
won the spelling tournament in which the six towns of 
this Supervisory Union took part. 
2—The Fremont eighth grade graduates were equal if not 
superior to the delegations from other towns in Sanborn 
Seminary, according to the testimony of the Seminary 
teachers. 
3—When examinations were given by the superintendent 
to all pupils in the six towns, 13 of the honor (highest) 
scores went to Fremont pupils. 


Goop ATTENDANCE. 


The attendance in the village schools was exceptionally 
good, but poor at the Pine School. Only one town in this 
Union had a higher average attendance than Fremont. 


Points to EMPHASIZE. 


Two weak points that now need emphasis are English and 
arithmetic reasoning. Hach pupil should so far as is possible 
be given an ability to express himself correctly and effec- 
tively, both when writing and when speaking, and an. ability 
to do arithmetic problems that require reasoning.
